pretty welLstrained its financial 
and credit resources and is little 
disposed to profligacy while sober- 
ing up. 


But this very accumulation of 


money in the bank will start busi- 
ness feeing in larger volume at the 
right? tune. Soon the banks will 
clear] up such doubtful 
loans as 


remain. Then ultra-conservation 
in making new loans will be less 
necessary. Such is the history of 
these periodic booms and depres- 
sions. It may not be an ideal 
economic system that permits of 
such tips and downs, but it is all 
we have so we may as well make 
the best of it. 


Bad as things are this depres- 


sion is being lived through under 
far 
more favorable 
conditions 


than its predecessors. Not only 
does it find the physical conditions 
of life improved but the amenities 
of life as well. Regardless of the

Some 
persons seem 10 
be extremely sus- 


ceptible to accidents of this sort. 
They have a weakness of the mus- 
cles, Joints and ligaments, and may 
sprain It by simply twisting the ankle 
while walking. 


Often the sprain can be traced to 


Improper footgear. This Is especially 
true of •women who wear high heels, 
•with poor support of the ankle. 


If you ever experienced a severe 


sprain of the ankle you know how 
painful this affliction really Is. The 
pain may be so severe as to Incapaci- 
tate the victim. Complete rest in bed 
Is sometimes necessary for relief of 
the pain. 


Persistent pain arouses the suspi- 


cion there has been a fracture of one 
of the small bones of the foot 
In 


these cases an X-ray picture will de- 
termine whether there Is a fracture 
and it should be taken. 


Never neglect a sprain. For the 


first and second day after the injury 
the leg should be kept In a hori7x>n- 
tal position. The injured ankle Is 
treated by applying- hot fomentations. 
Ii£ht massage an3 passive motion two 
or three times a day. 


Cold Comprctie* 
on ;r>e third day it is a 


rood Ihia* 'o bathe the anXte in hot 


water for thirty triinutes, and fol- 
low this with a cold footbath for five 
minutes. The treatment is continued 
by giving a light massage. 


In a more severe case, where 


swelling and discoloration are pres- 
ent, tbe pain is more marked 
The 


use of cold compresses will relieve 
the pain and reduce the spelling. 


Proper applications of adhesive 


plaster strips will permit walking 
without pain. But adhesive plaster 
should not be applied when there is 
marked swelling. 


Avoid constricting the ankle and 


be careful not to shut off the circu- 
lation. When bandages or adhesue 
are applied too tightly, the foot will 
feel cold and appear pale and blue 
This must be avoided because seri- 
ous damage may be the result- 


Persons who are subject to recur- 


ring sprain of the ankle may bene- 
fit by wearing a rubber anklet or 
one made of leather which laces up. 
giving support. Tbe use of an elas 
tic bandage may be helpful. 
Such 


appliances strengthen the ankle joint 
and prevent undue twisting and 
spraining. 


Proper shoes are essential for 


everybody, but they are particularly 
necessary for the person who is sus- 
ceptible to sprained ankle. 
Avoid 


high heels, Make sure that the shoe 
is of a simple design, broad in the 
toes and straight on the Inner side. 
It should fit snugly In the area and 
loosely at the toes.
